Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments presented by the applicants 
have been considered but are not persuasive 

• Regarding claim 1, the applicants argued the cited prior arts of record (US 4985760 to Maeshima and US 4634883 to Nishiura) fail to 
teach and/or suggest claimed features as cited "a controller for selecting first linear array when said first resolution is employed and 
selecting second linear array when second resolution is employed". 

In response, Maeshima disclsoes plurality of photosensor arrays (refs. 3-5, fig. 9a), and having different size (fig. 9a). Larger size 
photosensory arrays (e.g. CCD 5 of fig. 9a) provide low resolution image and smaller size photosensor arrays (e.g. CCD 3 and CCD 4) 
provide high resolution image. The examiner notes that Maeshima does not explicitly teach a controller for selectively selecting different 
photosensor arrays based upon resolution desired. For example, a controller for selecting photosensor arrays CCD 3 and CCD 4 for 
scanning at a higher resolution and CCD 5 for lower resolution. To remedy deficiency of Maeshima, the examiner incorporates Nishiura 
for such teachings. Nishiura teaches control circuit 52 of fig. 5 for selectively selecting different photosensor arrays for scanning (which is 
also known in the art, for example, a image scanner that scan at different selected resolution, see US 6765691). The prior art rejection is 
maintained.. 
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
